Columbus, April 12.—The political 


turmoil caused by Governor Willis' 
action last Friday in asking for the 
resignation of 14 members of state 
commissions was increased today by 
transmission of another letter from 
Charles H. Bryson, civil service com- 
missioner, to the govrenor. Commis- 
sioner Bryson announced his inten- 
tion of not resigning and 
asserted 


in plain terms that the governor has 
no authority^ to interfere with civil 
service administration. 


"The governor has only two duties 


in relation to civil service," Commis- 
sioner Bryson wrote. 
"The gover- 


nor may appoint the civil service 
commissioner, and he may 
remove 


him on grounds only of malfeasance, 
neglect of duty or inefficiency. 
He 


has no power to supervise or direct 
the work of the commission," said 
the letter.- "The governdr.has no 
business here. The whole theory of 
overlapping terms provided by law 
is tpv.prevent "the governor from in- 
terfering."

Paris, April 12.—The charge that 


explosives and spare parts of guns 
are 
being 
carried 
into 
Turkey 


through Rumania by 
German and 


Austrian diplomatic couriers is made 
in a dispatch to the Journal froni- 
Bucharest. 
It is said that the size and increas- 


ing nuniber of parcels carried by 
these couriers recently has attracted 
the attention of Rumanian customs 
officials. 


The embassy "pouches" which are

The number 
of couriers also is considerably larger ;

Almost every day we hear people 


remark that it makes uo difference 
\\hat a man believes so he acts just- 
ly. We are told that what a man 
thinks is a personal matter, while 
we ka\ o to do only with his con- 
duct. We shall now ascertain if tliat 
is so. Is it really none of my busi- 
ness what my neighbor believes? Can 
he really believe anything without 
permitting that thought to influence 
his actions? The idea is one of the 
great modern heresies. 
Those who 


hold it sail on a sea of self-delusion. 
It is perilous to faith, it is fatal to 
sound religious conviction. 
To be 


sure it makes little difference to us 
u hat a man thinks as to the size 
of the sun: but it may make a differ- 
ence of life and death with us what 
he thinks are essential to his happi- 
ness and well being, for his thought 
will decide what his action shall be. 
The truth of the matter rests here, 
that what a man believes, he is. 


Where crimes are committed, the 


courts always take into consideration 
the mental condition of the man, be- 
cause the mind determines the ques- 
tion of guilt. If you will believe you 
are a failure, you will soon become 
one. 
If you think everybody snubs 


you and tries to wound your feelings, 
you will become all the more sensi- 
tive and ge: the treatment you fan- 
cied you were getting. Get the idea 
that your heart is weak. 
You will 


then go about asking people to feel 
your pulse: you will talk of it, under- 
take no strong exercise, see in every 
pain your sudden death, and become 
an invalid; oecause what you believe, 
you will become. A man's belief is 
his creed and his creed is the "blue 
print and specification'' of his char- 
acter. 
A many may be pantheistic, 


atheistic or Christian. 
The 
mind 


may produce the imaginations of the 
child, or the theories of the philos- 
opher, but whatever they are must 
have an effect 
on the 
character. 


When the atheist denies the exist- 
ence of God he has nothing higher 
than man to worship. He could not 
worship anything lower than man 
and be honorable; he could not wor- 
ship anything higher than man and 
be sincere, since to his mind noth- 
ing is higher. 
So he sinks to the 


character of the man-worshiper, ex- 
actly where pagan peoples are, who
